SYNOPSIS: 


On August 25, 2019, Deputy Chambless was conducting a patrol check in a 
parking lot in Rowland Heights. He approached a parked vehicle and saw 
Suspect Ayala in the driver's seat holding a baggie of narcotics. Deputy 
Chambless had Suspect Ayala exit his vehicle after he tried to dispose of the 
narcotics. Deputy Chambless conducted a takedown on Suspect Ayala after he 
tried to pull away from Deputy Chambless' grasp. Suspect Ayala sustained 
bruising to his right shoulder, a fractured right clavicle, and redness on the right 
side of his face as a result of the takedown. 


SUMMARY: 


On August 25, 2019, Deputy Chambless was working Unit 293K3 and was 
patrolling the parking lot of Colima Road in Rowland Heights. The parking 
lot serviced a strip mall, which included [EEN While driving through 
the parking lot, Deputy Chambless saw the suspect vehicle parked in a parking 
space in front of Wells Fargo Bank ima Road, Rowland Heights) with 
the engine running. Deputy Chambless noticed the suspect vehicle had two 
occupants. Deputy Chambless continued driving though the parking lot and 
waved at some of the patrons standing outside of He made 
his way around the parking lot back toward the bank and noticed the suspect 
vehicle still parked. 


Deputy Chambless parked behind the suspect vehicle and exited. He noticed 
the driver's (Suspect Ayala) head was bobbing up and down. Deputy Chambless 
approached the suspect vehicle on the driver's side to check on the welfare of 
the driver and passenger. When Deputy Chambless arrived at the driver's side 
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window, he smelled the odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from the vehicle, 
despite the windows and doors of the vehicle being closed. He shined his 
flashlight into the front passenger compartment and saw Suspect Ayala holding a 
small plastic baggie containing a white powdery substance. Deputy Chambless 
believed the white powdery substance to be cocaine. Deputy Chambless 
knocked on the driver's side window of the suspect vehicle to get Suspect 
Ayala's attention. Deputy Chambless saw Suspect Ayala attempt to dump the 
contents of the baggie onto the floor of the vehicle. 


Deputy Chambless immediately opened the driver's door of the suspect vehicle, 
reached in, and grabbed hold of Suspect Ayala's left wrist. Deputy Chambless 
ordered Suspect Ayala to exit the vehicle. Suspect Ayala exited the vehicle still 
holding the baggie in his right hand. Deputy Chambless subsequently ordered 
Suspect Ayala to place his hands behind his back. Suspect Ayala hesitated, 
prompting Deputy Chambless to push him up against the open driver's door. 
Deputy Chambless was able to gain control of Suspect Ayala's wrists and bring 
them behind his back. Suspect Ayala tried to pull his hands apart. Deputy 
Chambless used his body weight to pin Suspect Ayala against the suspect 
vehicle. Suspect Ayala was able to pull his right wrist free of Deputy Chambless' 
grasp. 


Deputy Chambless radioed for assistance and grabbed onto Suspect Ayala's 
right wrist again. Deputy Chambless forced Suspect Ayala's right wrist behind 
his back and continued to hold Suspect Ayala against the suspect vehicle. 
Suspect Ayala seemed to relax allowing Deputy Chambless to ease his grip. 
Deputy Chambless was planning to handcuff Suspect Ayala when Suspect Ayala 
again, tried to pull away from Deputy Chambless' grip. Deputy Chambless took a 
step to the right, pulled down on Suspect Ayala's hands, and took him down to 
the ground. While on the ground, Deputy Chambless was able to handcuff 
Suspect Ayala and retrieve the baggie of suspected narcotics from Suspect 
Ayala's right hand. Deputy Perez arrived approximately two minutes later. 
Deputies Chambless and Perez helped Suspect Ayala to his feet and escorted 
him to a patrol vehicle without further incident. 


The passenger in the suspect vehicle, Witnes] remained in the vehicle and 
was cooperative. She yelled at Suspect Ayala to cooperate with Deputy 
Chambless during the incident. 


Suspect Ayala was taken for medical treatment to San Dimas Community 
Hospital. He was diagnosed with a fractured right clavicle. Internal Affairs 
Bureau (IAB) Lieutenant Minh Dinh, otified and responded. IAB 
Sergeants Dustin Carr and Stacie Reedy, also responded and 
collected all relevant reports [EXHIBIT A].

Ralph Connor, the medical provider who treated Suspect Ayala's injuries. Dr. 
Connor stated Suspect Ayala's injuries were consistent with the reported force. 
No Department personnel were injured during this incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


A clear plastic baggie containing cocaine was recovered by Deputy Chambless 
from Suspect Ayala's right hand. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 

Approximately eight hours elapsed between the time of the incident and the time 
of the assigned IAB investigator's observations. The area where the force 
occurred was a parking lot of asphalt construction. The parking lot was generally 
flat and surrounded by a strip mall. The incident occurred at nighttime.

RADIO TRAFFIC 

Dispatch Six was used during the entirety of the incident. The radio traffic was 
separated into four different files titled Radio Traffic 1, through Radio Traffic 4, 
respectively. They were copied onto one CD-R [EXHIBIT E]. The following is a 
summary of significant radio traffic on each file, verbatim terms or phrases are in 
quotes. The time used to signify the radio traffic is the elapsed interval on the 
recording, not the time the radio broadcasts occurred.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 
Suspect Ayala was charged with 148(a)(1) P.C., Resisting or Obstructing a 
Peace Officer; 11350(a) H.S., Possession of a Controlled Substance; and 
Possession of an Open Alcoholic Beverage Container Inside a Motor Vehicle. 
This case has yet to be adjudicated and the next court date is scheduled for April 
15, 2020. 
LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 
The weather on August 25, 2019, was clear and the incident occurred during 


nighttime hours in a parking lot. The parking lot was sparsely illuminated by 
streetlights and the spotlights of Deputy Chambless' patrol vehicle. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


The photographs referenced during the IAB employee witness interviews and the 
IAB involved employees’ interviews were taken from Google Maps. The 
interview photographs are combined into one separate exhibit, [EXHIBIT F]. The 
photographs presented during these interviews aided in identifying approximate 
locations of personnel and their observations. 


Deputy James Chambless 


On September 19, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Chambless. The 
following is a summary of his statements. 


Deputy Chambless stated he was driving through a parking lot on Fairway Drive 
and Colima Road. The parking lot contained an ee Which 
generated complaints from neighboring businesses in the past. Deputy 
Chambless wanted to be proactive and drive through the parking lot to address 
any issues prior to the station receiving calls for service. 


As Deputy Chambless drove through the parking lot, he noticed the suspect 
vehicle parked in front of Wells Fargo. He drove toward the suspect vehicle, 
noticed two occupants in the passenger cabin, and conti iving. Deputy 
Chambless drove past a group of patrons noar He waved to 
the patrons who quickly entered the bar as Deputy Chambless passed. Deputy 
Chambless returned to the suspect vehicle and ran the license plate, ensuring 
the vehicle was not stolen and no arrest warrants were associated with the 


vehicle. Deputy Chambless, while positioning his patrol vehicle behind the 
suspect vehicle, saw Suspect Ayala's (the driver) head bobbing forward. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photo provided during the interview, 
Deputy Chambless marked the location of the 
suspect vehicle with a circle and the location of 
his vehicle with an elongated hexagon [Exhibit F, 
Chambless Photo Aj. 


Deputy Chambless knew the bar was closing soon and it was possible the 
occupants of the suspect's vehicle were inebriated. Deputy walked up to the 
suspect vehicle and illuminated the interior of the vehicle with his flashlight. He 
saw Suspect Ayala holding a small Ziploc baggy containing a white powdery 
substance. Deputy Chambless believed this substance to be cocaine. Suspect 
Ayala did not seem to notice Deputy Chambless. Deputy Chambless tapped on 
the front driver's side window of the suspect vehicle with his knuckle to get 
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Suspect Ayala’s attention. Suspect Ayala looked over at Deputy Chambless and 
tried to dump the contents of the baggie onto the floor of the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Chambless immediately opened the unlocked driver's door of the suspect 
vehicle. He reached in and grabbed Suspect Ayala’s left wrist and asked 
Suspect Ayala to exit the vehicle. Deputy Chambless maintained his grip on 
Suspect Ayala's wrist as he stepped out of the vehicle. Deputy Chambless 
subsequently asked Suspect Ayala to place his hands behind his back. Suspect 
Ayala hesitated to follow Deputy Chambless' orders. Deputy Chambless felt 
Suspect Ayala was going to try to destroy evidence and run away. Deputy 
Chambless pinned Suspect Ayala against the driver's door of the vehicle. 

Deputy Chambless told Suspect Ayala to “relax" and place his hands behind his 
back [Chambless, page 13]. He was able to pull both of Suspect Ayala's hands 
behind his back. Suspect Ayala began to pull his hands apart. Deputy 
Chambless again pinned Suspect Ayala up against the vehicle. Suspect Ayala 
was able to pull his right wrist out of Deputy Chambless' grasp. Deputy 
Chambless used his handheld radio and requested assistance for "a deputy 
involved in a fight" [Chambless, page 8]. Deputy Chambless told Suspect 
Ayala to stop fighting with him and Suspect Ayala continuously repeated he 

“an aerospace engineer." Deputy Chambless heard the passenger, Witness 
yell "Max Stop Fighting with him. You're making it worse. Max, just do what he's 
telling you to do. Put your hand behind your back. Stop fighting with him," 
[Chambless, page 9]. 


Suspect Ayala relaxed his hands and Deputy Chambless responded by relaxing 
his grip. Deputy Chambless was preparing to retrieve his handcuffs when 
Suspect Ayala bent his elbows up and began to pull away from him again 
[Chambless, pages 11-12]. Suspect Ayala had not been searched and Deputy 
Chambless believed Suspect Ayala was going to fight him. Deputy Chambless 
also smelled the odor of alcohol emitting from Suspect Ayala's breath, leading 
Deputy Chambless to believe Suspect Ayala was inebriated [Chambless, page 
12). 


Deputy Chambless moved his right foot back approximately six inches and pulled 
down on Suspect Ayala's wrists. Suspect Ayala's body became "off center" and 
Suspect Ayala fell to the ground onto his right shoulder [Chambless, page 12]. 
Deputy Chambless subsequently laid Suspect Ayala face down onto his stomach 
and handcuffed him. Suspect Ayala was cooperative while being handcuffed. 
Deputy Chambless noticed Suspect Ayala still had the baggie of cocaine in his 
hand. Deputy Chambless removed the baggie and secured it to the clip of his 
pen on his uniform shirt. Additionally, he used his radio to request medical 
assistance "902R" for Suspect Ayala. 


Deputy Perez arrived shortly thereafter. They helped Suspect Ayala to his feet 


and Deputy Perez escorted Suspect Ayala to his patrol vehicle and searched 
him. 
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EMPLOYEE WITNESSES: 
Deputy Felipe Perez 


On November 12, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Perez. The 
following is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Perez stated he was working Unit 293 on August 25, 2019. He 
responded to an assistance request broadcasted by Deputy Chambless at a 
Wells Fargo Bank in the area of Colima Road and Fullerton Road. It took him 
approximately two minutes to arrive. 


When Deputy Perez arrived, he saw Deputy Chambless holding Suspect Ayala 
down on the ground. Suspect Ayala's head was pointing in a northeasterly 
direction. Deputy Perez did not remember exactly how Deputy Chambless was 
holding Suspect Ayala. He did remember Deputy Chambless had his right hand 
on Suspect Ayala's back and he was using his radio with his left hand. 


IAB Note: Using a photo provided during the interview, 
Deputy Perez drew a circle to approximate the area 
where he saw Deputy Chambless and Suspect 
Ayala. 


Deputy Perez and Chambless stood Suspect Ayala up and escorted Suspect 
Ayala to Deputy Perez' patrol vehicle. Suspect Ayala was cooperative with them. 
Deputy Perez remembered fire department personnel treating Suspect Ayala and 
Suspect Ayala being transferred from his patrol vehicle shortly thereafter. He did 
not have any further contact with Suspect Ayala. 


NON-EMPLOYEE WITNESSES: 


Witness M 


Field Sergeant Interview Conducted by Sergeant Chi 


On August 25, 2019, Sergeant Chi interviewed Witnesd{J on video [EXHIBIT 
G]. The assigned IAB investigator had the audio of the interview transcribed. 
The following is a summary of the interview. 


Witness stated she and Suspect Ayala were in Rolland Heights to “get a bite 
to eat.” They were seated in Suspect Ayala’s vehicle talking when Deputy 
Chambless approached them and told Suspect Ayala to exit the vehicle. Deputy 
Chambless subsequently told Suspect Ayala to “stop talking.” Suspect Ayala told 
Deputy Chambless he was an aerospace engineer. He resisted Deputy 
Chambless by moving his hands and “struggling” [To, page 4]. Deputy 
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Chambless handcuffed Suspect Ayala and “put him on the ground" [To, page 2]. 
Deputy Chambless subsequently escorted Suspect Ayala to a patrol vehicle. 


IAB Interview 


On December 10, 2019, a certified letter was mailed to Witnesd{requesting an 
interview. Witnessleceived the letter on December 12, 2019, and did not 
respond. A copy of the letter and a copy of the certified mail receipts can be 
found in Miscellaneous Documents. 


Suspect Max Ayala 
Field Sergeant Interview 


On August 25, 2019, Sergeant Chi interviewed Suspect Ayala on video [EXHIBIT 
G]. The assigned IAB investigator had the audio of the interview transcribed. 
The following is a summary of the interview. 


Suspect Ayala stated he went a his girlfriend, Witness 
[ve | Afterwards, they were in the parking lot seated in his vehicle waiting for an 
Uber. 


IAB NOTE: Uber is a ride-hailing company a customer 
to be picked up from a designated location by a 
driver and driven to their preferred destination. 


While waiting for the Uber driver, Suspect Ayala was approached by Deputy 
Chambless who pulled him out of the car and slammed him on the ground. 
Suspect Ayala declined to make any further statements and repeatedly 
requested his lawyer. 


IAB Interview 


On August 25, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Suspect Ayala. Suspect 
Ayala stated he wanted to speak to an attorney and did not want to make a 
statement. Suspect Ayala allowed IAB investigators to photograph his injuries 
[EXHIBIT D]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: 


The assigned IAB investigator obtained Suspect Ayala's toxicology and blood 
alcohol reports from Scientific Services Bureau. The reports indicated Suspect 
Ayala was under the influence of cocaine and his blood alcohol content was 
measured at 0.18%. The assigned IAB investigator also obtained from Scientific 
Services Bureau the controlled substance analysis results of the suspected 
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narcotics recovered from Suspect Ayala during the incident. The powder tested 
positive for cocaine. These reports can be found in Miscellaneous Documents. 


The manager from [EEE provided the IAB investigator with a copy 
of Suspect Ayala's receipt for the purchases he made on August 25, 2019. The 
receipt indicated Suspect Ayala purchased "1 Corn Cheese," and "2 Strawberry 
Soju." The receipt copy can be found in Miscellaneous Documents. 


IAB NOTE: Soju is a Korean alcoholic beverage typically made 
from rice or sweet potatoes. 
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
